P'The I'cold lapell of yesterday had no deterrent 
effect on the attendancelat Worth, the usual large 
erowd being present. The card was well arranged 
throughout and wa.' productive of a good day’s 
sport. 

The most important race of the day was the third, 
a dash of one and one-sixteenth miles for three- 
year-olds and upward. Of the seven scheduled to 
start. Nitrate was the only absentee. Felix Bard 
wae made a 9 to 5 favorite, but the best he could do 
was to run third, the winner turning up in The 
Lady, well backed by a “smart” few. To a good 
start for all but Water Edge, which wheeled the 
wrong way when the barrier went up. Scarlet Lily 
darted to the front closely pressed by The Lady and 
MacQyle. The three ran in close order as named 
for the first seven furlongs, where Buchanan called 
on The Lady and she went into the lead easily. All 
through the last quarter she held the field safe, 
winning well in hand by a half length from Scarlet 
Lily, which boat Felix Bard one length for second 
place. Scarlet Lily appeared to be badly beaten 
when well straightened for home, but rallied under 
a Vrgo’rbns’ride in the lasteighth'aud finished going ' 
fast. She has sbown much gameness in her recent 
races. Felix Bard finished strongly after making 
up ground in the last quarter. MacQyle showed 
much speed, but tired fast just after straightening 
for home. Vulcain was right there when a furlong 
out, but faltered in the strenuous last sixteenth 
struggle. 

The first race of the day, a dash of six furlongs, 
for three-year-olds and upward, proved to bo an 
easy thing for Worthington. Evelyn Byrd and 
Limelight alternated in the lead until just after 
turning into the last quarter, where Worthington 
moved up fast and easily passed into the load, 
winning without much trouble, and going away, 
by one and a half lengths from Evelyn Byrd, 

. which beat Best Man one and a half lengths for sec- 
ond place. Evelyn Byrd began to show signs of 
tiring when a furlong out, but was much the bast 
of the others at that. Best Man wore down Lime- 
light in the last sixteenth struggle and just got up 
in time to nip him on the post for third place. 
Limelight showed much speed for five furlongs. 
Theory had no chance from where she got off. 
Qeyser bolted at the start and was left. 

The second race, a five furlongs scrambled for 
two-year-olds, was easily won by Bed Sam. Off 
sixth he shot at once to the front and showing 
much speed throughout, was never headed, win- 
ning easily by one length from Vestia, which beat 
Ck>mpntation a head for second place. Vestia out- 
stayed Computation in the last sixteenth struggle 
for second place. The race should do Computation 
much good. Rankin made up muchlcround in the 
last quarter and finished fast. John Carney showed 
a little early speed. 

Prince of Endurance was in excellent fettle and, 
under a good ride by Buchanan, proved to be much 
the beet horse in the fourth race, a dash of seven 
furlongs for two-year-olds. Off last, he at once 
dashed to the front and, showing much speed 
throughout, was never in trouble, winning as his 
rider pleased by two lengths from Gold Bell, which 
beat Banter one length for second place. Banter 
lost ground while going down the backstretch, but 
in the last half moved up fast and finished stoutly. 
He is a good looking gelding and appears likely to 
develop into a good three-year-old. Lendin fell 
away badly beaten just before turning into the last 
quarter. Our Bessie ran well for four and a half 
furlongs. Seven furlongs appears to be much far- 
ther than she cares to go. 

Fairbury, long overdue, finally got away in a 
good position in the fifth race, a dash of five, 'and a 
half furlongs for three-year-olds and upward, and 
running in second position to Qeorgie up to the 
lust quarter easily passed her when well straight 
an d for home. Ho won by a nock from Protoring 



which beat Herodiade one length for second place. 
Protorins was probably the best. The rising bar 
rier caught his jockey under the chin throwing him 
back in tha saddle. This caused Protorins to lose 
much ground but he made it up steadily after he 
got into his stride and finished resolutely. Herodi- 
ade appeared to have a good chance after turning 
into the stretch but tired noticeably in the closing 
strides. Automaton closed up ground steadily in 
the last quarter under a vigorous ride and would 
have finished third in another stride or two. 
Qeorgie displayed much early speed but tired as 
usual w hen the last sixteenth struggle came up. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one mile and 
seventy yards, went to Silver Fizz, which showed 
sudden improvement. Allie Virgie led to the last 
quarter, where Silver Fizz moved up fast and as- 
sumed the lead when a furlong from home, but had 
to be driven out in the last sixteenth to stall off 
Huzziu’s determined bid. She won by a neck 
Hnzzih etsily beating Matin Bell three lengths for 
second place. Huzzah finished strongly, but Silver 
Fizz keld him safe in the closing strides. Matin 
Bell tired fast when the pinch came. Jena was 
done for just after turning for home. 

The weather was too cold for real fast time. Bet- 
ting, as usual, wae heavy and brisk.

Jockey Lyne will join the English division of the 
Keane stable early in February and at once get j 
down to work. The contract guaranteeing him 
170,000 a year, with the regular fees for winning and 
losing mounts and the privilege of accepting out- 
side mounts when the Keanes have no horses en- 
gaged, has been signed by his father and now is in 
the possession of James R. Keene. The retainer 
and the conditions are the most generons it ever 
has bean the good fortune of an American jockey to 
secure. How mnch Lyna will make in addition to 
bis retaining fee of $70,000 has been estimated at 
all the way from $70,000 to $30,000. All the American 
jockeys who have ridden in England and on the Con- 
tinent agree that more money is to be had abroad 
than they can earn here. That being the case, a 
boy like Lyne should be able to pick and choose bis 
mounts, always provided that he hold the form 
which he has shown since going East this year. 
He is not so good a rider as Sloan was, bnt he 
ranks with tbe best of the other boys who have 
tried their fortunes in foreign eonntries, and all 
these boys have done well. That is, those of them 
who have walked in tbe straight and narrow path 
and avoided the displeasure of the tnrf authorities, 
have done well. They have made money. That 
Lyne may do that and earn honor and glory for 
himself will be the wish of all Amtrican horsemen. 
He is a qniet, well behaved little chap, who becansn 
of his skill and coudnct. deserves all the honors to 
be won in his chosen calling. 



With the expulsion of an American bookmaker 
from France raised to the dignity of an interna- 
tional incident, members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Qnila of Layers of Odds well may believe 
that they are some pumpkins. The bookmaker is 
Robert L. Rose, wlio was identified with tbe tnrf. f 
this conntry some years ago, both as an owner and 
layer of odds. It is with his expulsion from France 
and not from his disbarment from the French turf 
that the state departments of France and this 
country now have to do. According to the cable, 
M. Delcasse, Minister of Foreign Affairs, has ad- 
mitted that somebody acted hastily in expelling 
Rose from France, and that justice will be 
done .when the bookmaker’s case is reopened. 
Among those who have interested themselves 
in behalf *of Ruse are Senator Depew, J 
R. Van Wormer, Representative Snlaer and 
Tim Snilivan. The good offices of these men in 
interesting our state department in the case ma. 
resalt in the edict of expulsion from France being 
recalled, but it is not likely that the Jockey Clnb 
will rescind its action in debarring him from tha 
tnrf. Nor ia it likely that onr state department or 
onr ambassador in Paris would take part in any 
eff.irt having to do with his reinstatement on tbe 
race tracks. Tbe Jockey Clnb of France, like the 
governing authorities of the tnrf of other conDtrirs, 
makes its own rules of condnct, and to these rules 
every owner, trainer, jockey, bookmaker and pat- 
ron subscribes when he enters upon its coarse, if 
any man offend against these rnlea be mast pay the 
penalty, and tbe fixing of that penalty reats with 
the Jockey Club alone. 



An incident not down on the program added to 
the excitement of tbe afternoon at Latonia Mon- 
day, being tbns related in the Commercial-Tribune 
of yeiterday : 

“The bnrning of the gasoline lighting plant at 
Latouia, which is located in tbe betting shed, 
caused a lively panic yesterday while tbe betting 
was going on for tbe second race. The apparatne, 
which is located in the lower end of the shed, 
biased np, and some candidate for Longview yelled 
‘look ont, it is going to blow np,’ and then for a few 
seconds there was seen a wild fluht of a panic 
stricken bunch. They carried everything before 
them and many nnwiiiing ones were swept along 
and ont onto the lawn and under tbe grandstand. 
One individnal, ‘Sammy’ Hughes, a paralytic, 
living in Newport, could not get ont of the way 
and be was knocked down and trampled on, but 
got away with a badly cut face and some brniees 
abont the body. A few others had their clothes 
made a little worse for wear and Henry Wehmhoff 
almost had his leg twisted off. 

“In the meantime the apparatus, which is en- 
closed in a wooden box, was bnrning briskly and if 
it had not been for the prompt work of Walter 
Hanlon, the driver of Engine Co. No. 10, tbe entire 
belting shed might have been destroyed. Hanlon 
took charge of the affair, smotliered the flames and 
then a few buckets of water did the rest and bnai- 
ness was again resumed. Mclnerny, one of the 
employees, had bis face and hands scorched. 

“A little later in the afternoon there was another 
rnsh out of the betting shed, canssd by some one in 
the judges’ stand sitting on the posh button which 
rings tlie big bell in tbe betting shed. The clatter 
of the bell startled the wunid-be specnlators and 
they came ont at a merry clip, bnt it was nothing 
like the panic caused by the fir# ’’ 



Jockey George Odom left New York Tuesday for 
his home at Colnmbns, Ga , where he will take 
matters easy nntil after the first of tbe year, when 
be will go to New Orleans to rids for the remainder 
of the meeting there. Odom’s first mount this year 
was on January 21 at New Orleans. From that 



time until the close of the Morris Park meeting be 
rode 145 winners and was placed in almost twice 
that number of races. Ho probably rode the win- 
ners of more important stake events than any rider 
in this conntry ever did. Odom received $6,300 from 
Messrs. McLewee A Co. alone for his services dar- 
ing the season. He will ride for Captain Sam 
Rrown'again next season and will receive $12,000 for 
! first call on his services. 



Tha sale at public auction on October 29 and 30 
of the famous thoroughbred stallions at Belle 
Meade tarm, together with their equally noted 
mates and many of their untried progeny has 
attracted the interest of the entire tnrf world. At 
the home of Bonnie Scotland, Great Tom, Enquirer, 
Iroquois, Tremont and others who have passed 
away, bnt still live in memory of turfmen, there 
reside Lake Blackburn, The Commoner, Hnron, 
Longatreet, Mont d’Or, Seaahore, Inspector B. and 
the imported horses Tithonus, Madison and Loyal- 
ist. Arrangements have been made with the Lonis- 
ville A Nashville for a one and one-third fare for 
tha round trip to Nashville from points on the line. 



Henry Ziegler has closed a contract with George 
Mountain to ride for him for a year. Moantaln is 
a very gentlemanly little fellow, and it is believed 
by those who have aeen him in the saddle that be 
will make good, as he has bad no opportnuity to 
ride horses that bad a chance before this. He rode 
a good race on Nick Longworth Tuesday and fin- 
ished a good second. This was the first time that 
Nick LoDgtForth went to the post, and he certainly 
ran a very good race for a green colt, and he won’t 
stick in the maiden class very long. 



Tbe National Steeplechase and Hunt Association 
for some time past han been planning to increase 
the interest in staeplechasing wth tbe result that 
next year the Westchester, Brooklyn, Coney Island 
and probably the Brighton Beach tracks will bold 
two events of this kind each weak, ontside of 
stakes. No purse will ba less than $1,000. Interest 
in races over the jumps has been greater this 
year than for several seasons, tbe climax 
baing reached when Self Protection won the 
Champion Steeplechase two weeks ago With 
an increase in the number of steaplechases next 
season, it is expect’d that many new owners 
will take the field and that there will be a higher 
class of horses among the starters. There is noth- 
ing more spectacular than a atenpiechase and the 
crowds, realizing the elements of danger that exist, 
are nsnally worked np to marked enthnsiasm. In 
spice of numerons accidents this year no rider has 
been serionsly iojnred though saveral horses have 
been killed outright. The leading spirits in the 
National Steeplechase and Hunt Association Lave 
also decided tliat all the jnmps at New York tracka 
will be of uniform height next year which m«aDs 
that many such mishaps as brought the sport into 
ridicule at Gravesend will be avoided.

A NEW ST4RTINO DEVICE. 

Concerning a starting machine or “gate” novel in 
design that was tested at St. Louis Fair Grounds 
last Sunday the Republic of Monday sa> s : 

“J. F, Carr’s new and elaborate starting gate was 
given a thorough test at the Fair Qrf'unds yester- 
day morning in the presence of 600 spectators. The 
new gate contains sixteen stalls and each stall has 
a separate barrier, all of which are released simul- 
taneonsly by an electric device. Nine horses were 
used in Sunday’s trial. 

“Mr. Carr operated the machine himielf, and 
secured a lot of bad actors to work with. He had 
Peter Dnryea, Belle Simpson, Linden Ella, Rueh- 
nell and Locochee in the bench of nine. The first 
start was a perfect one. The entire nine horses 
broke away from the machine in perfect alignment, 
and all bauds cheered enthnsiastically. 

“The second time the field was sent away Bnsh- 
nell, a bad actor, smashed the barrier in front of 
his cage and was palled np by his rider. The other 
eight horses went away abreast to a perfect send- 
off. The horres used in Sunday’s trial were ridden 
by inexperienced stable boys. 

“President Titles, Secretary Hachmeister, Starter 
Dade and L. A Celia were on hand to see the 
machine operated, and all of them were pleased 
with ibe trial. 

“Secretary Hachmeister has decided to give the 
machine a pnblic trial next Tuesday, when it will 
be used to ttart a field of three-year-olds and np- 
ward at one mile and twenty yards. This race is 
for horses that have started three times in 19)2, and 
have not won two races since December 21, 1901. 

“It is expected that a large field of horses will 
enter for this race and the management has taken 
Mr, Carr at his word, and will let sixteen horses go 
to the post. One decided advantage of tlie new 
machine is that it offers every protection against 
bad actors injuring any other horse in the field. 
The stalls in which the horses are confined are 
padded, and it 's almost impossible for theanimala 
to injnre themselves while locked in them. 

“The model used in yesterday’s trial is not per- 
fect by any means. Mr. Carr is only using it to 
illustrate the practicability of the idea. As soon 
as he demonstrates this fact thoronehly, he intends 
to build another machine that will be much lighter 
and easier to handle. 

“ Mr. Carr’s gate is at once simple and elaborate. 
In general outline it looks like one of those light 
iron foot bridges they throw across streams in 
parks. From the high stringers overhead are 
dropped the steel divisions, which make stalls for 
each horse. The horse is put in the narrow stall 
aud the individual barrier hitched in front of him. 
When the starter gets them all ready he presses the 
bntton just as he does now. This releases each 
barrier instantly and they are off. The stalls then 
fold np against the body of the machine and the 
entire aff -lir is swung to the rail and off the track. 
It is drawn from one starting point to another by 
fonr horses. The machine worked splendidly yes- 
terday. Only one objection was urged to it. The 
cause of that objection should be very easily re- 
moved. It was that the affair was too heavy to be 
moved with ease, especially on a meddy track. Mr. 



Carr says that the weight can be reduced from 
5,000. its p'eseut weight, to 1,500 pounds. 

“There is scaice a doubt that when the machine 
is used on the breeding farms and on the race 
tracks to school the two-year-olds to its peculiari- 
ties it will be a perfect method of starting. Its 
stalls, crossbeams, stringers, etc., may worry green 
horses at first, though it did not do so yesterday. 

It prevents all false breaki, turning, twi.^tiag, kick- 
ing, crowding, crossing, etc., at the start, will save ^ 
horses, and in every way should prove a boon just 
as soon as it is made lighter, and the horses are 
schooled to it. 

“Mr. Carr has probably done more than any one 
man to prove that the form of racehorses is a real 
and tangib'e thing, not myth that owners, trainers 
and jockeys wonid have innocent bystanders 
believe. By his purchase and use of the mares 
Hrulare and Linden Ella, he has shown that horses, 
even when they enjoy a repntation for inconsis- 
tency and lack of form, will ran as true as a die 
day after day, when they are in condition, and will 
only reverse fornc when they, grow stale and sick, 
and that poor form will be of some duration, not a 
thing of from one race at short odds to another 
race and long odds. 

“ His starting machine seems destined co succeed. 
But in order that it be given a fair trial, in order 
that horses be run 00 their merits, in order that 
bookmakers, owners, trainers, jockeys and the pub- 
lic begivea an even break, Mr. Carr should supple- 
ment bis invention with what might be known as 
‘The Judges’ Stab'e.’ This would be a big stable 
of say seventy stalls, each twelve stalls watched by 
a capable, trustworthy man. The rules should 
provide that every horse enter'd in a race should 
be placed in this stable at least two hours before 
noon of the day he raced. Thus the horse would 
be in the hands of the jndges long enoagh for their 
men to see that he wonid be properly fed and eared 
for and not given any ‘speed accelerant.’ With 
sneh a stable to supplement Mr. Carr’s gate racing 
would become a rather certain and stable mediam 
of financial speculation. 

“The use and disuse of what is known as ‘dope’ 
and ‘hop’ has become a national disgrace to the 
American turf. Medicinal preparations to dccnler> 
ate sp°ed, to make sulky horses run, to make sore 
and stiff and nnwilling horses forget their bodily 
ills, have been nsnd to a greater extent than ever 
this season— by the traiuersof the great millionaire 
owners of the east as well as by the poor one-horse 
owners cf the west. It is the nse and disuse of the 
stimulants that is responsible for reversals of form. 
When a horse accustomed to the stimnlaut is given 
it he rnns well. When he is not given it, he does 
not ran well. 

“Jud«es confess themselves nnable to cope with 
the evil, becanse they cannot detect offenders using 
stimutanta. The ‘dope’ is given in the extreme 
privacy of the private stable, just prioe to bringing 
the horse to the saddling padd>ick. By taking the 
horses from the private stables to the judges’ 
stable before noon, by seeing them propsriy cared 
f ir atd vatching them while in the stable, the nse 
of ‘dope’ wonid be largely prevented, the tnrf ele- 
vated and everyone served.”
